The problem of an odd dual existence 
was given the police for solution yes- 
terday when Mrs. Minnie Viola Reyn- 
olds, pretty widow of a weafhy Chi- 
cago coal dealer, was found asphyxi- 


her sumptuously furnished apartment 
at 1340 North Dearborn street. 

Mrs. Reynolds’ body, clad in expen- 
sive silks, was found on the floor of 
the dining room. A large pearl neck- 
lace was about her throat and she wore 
several large diamond rings. Two 
burners of the gas range in the kitchen 
were found open. 

If she had planned suicide, the po- 
lice determined, she had made the de- 
cision suddenly, because the well filled 
refrigerator showed every preparation 
had been made for a bountiful Sunday 
dinner, while stocks of beer and_ver- 
muth and many empty whisky bottles 
in the cupboards hinted at gay parties 
held and yet to be. . 

Known as Rich and Cultured. 

To the small coterie of her intimate 
friends, Mrs. Reynolds had been known 
as a cultured woman of independent 
means, living quietly among her books 
and religious and philosophical 
—er venturing out at infrequent 
intervals for an occasional game of 
golf or°attendance at some concert or 
lecture. 

From a tangled mass of nal ef- 
tects, photographs of, many, men, | 
grams, post cards, memoranda of 
names and telephone numbers and 
even bits of lively verse, the polic8 
last night had linked together a chain 
of evidence tending to show that for 
some months past Mrs. Reynolds had 
stepped out of her sedate role to pose 
as the vivacious wife of H. C. May, 
general superintendent of the Monon 
railroad. 

Told to Send Bills to May. 

A Cadillac car found in the M. . 
garage at 1337 North Clark street, 
on its doors the monogram “ H. C. M.” 
In this motor, the police were told, the 
couple. known variously as “ Mr. and 
Mrs. Reynolds” and “Mr. and Mrs. 
May,” went forth on pleasure jaunts. 

Harry S. Salmon, proprietor of the 
garage, told the police he knew Mrs. | 
Reynolds as “ Mrs. May” and that he 
had been directed to send the monthly 
fuel and repair bills to a Mr. May in 
room 1444 Transportation building. 
The Moncn offices are listed. as room 
1414, Transportation building. 

The police found many telegrams 
signed “H. C. May” sent from Lafa- 
yette and other points in Indiana, in- 
forming Mrs. Reynolds of his expect- 
ed arrivals in town. One of two dressers 
in the apartment was half filled with 
silk shirts, men’s collars, pajamas, and 
socks, all bearing the laundry mark 
“May.” 

Lease in Reynolds’ Name. 

The 1919 lease for the apartment, 
which is owned by Judge Oscar Hebel, 
wis made out to C. A. Reynolds, the 
name of Mrs. Reynolds’ husband, who 
died in April, 1918. Mrs. Hebel told a 
TRIBUNE reporter, however, that there 
was no Mr. Reynolds, but that the man 
who lived in the apartment was Mr. 
May. Richard H. Williams, janitor 
of the building, declared he had known 
the couple only as Mr. and Mrs. Reyn- 
olds. 

“But it’s a funny thing,” he added. 
“The garage man back there knows 
them as Mr. and Mrs. May.” 

Mr. May, when at home, resides 
with his wife and children at 904 
Highland avenue, Lafayette, Ind., but 
he could not be reached there last 
night. Mrs. May answered the phone. 

May Away, Wife Says. 

“My husband will not be back until 
Sunday,” she said. “fie is in Chicago 
a great deal and when there usually 
‘ops at some of the clubs.” 

Officials of the Monon declared Mr. 
May usually stopped at the Audit *- 
rium hotel. At the hotel, the clerks 
said Mr. May was not known there. 

“Mr. May always keeps two cars,” 
said one rail man, “one in Lafayette 
and one in Chicago somewhere up on 
Clark street.” 

Although it was stated it was be- 
lieved Mr. May. was in Chicago yes- 
terday no trace of him could be found. 
This information served to puzzle the 
police still more as to the motive for 
the apparent suicide. Mrs. Reynolds 
evidently had just come in from a 
walk before she met her death. 

Her fur coat and hat were thrown 
over a chair in the living room. It is 
believed she had been dead since Fri

INTO TOUCH WITH 


John Steele, London Correspondent, ‘Ar- 


ranges Meetings at Which Com- 
~mon Ground Was Found.

LONDON, Dec. 11.—I am now at liberty to tell the full story of 


the conversations leading to Mr. Lloyd George’s offer toward Ireland 
in the house of commons yesterday. 


I have had the good fortune to act as representative of The Chi- 


cago Tribune as the intermediary who first brought the two sides to- 


gether and I have been present at all but one or two of these conver- 
sations, some of which took place at a government office and some 
in my room at The Tribune’s London bureau, 125 Pall Mall. 

At these conversations a “ bridge was built” which has ‘been 
adopted by the premier. That bridge is the allowing of the Irish 
members of parliament to meet, but not as inembers of Dail Eirann. 

I am not, however, at liberty to disclose the names of the. parties 
to these conversations. The government’s side was carried on by an 
official who had spent much time in America as a member of a Brit- 
ish mission. His name is not mentioned because it is a tradition of 
the British civil service to subordinate the personality of its mem- 
bers in such cases.' On the Irish side was a leading Irish business 
man directly representing the Sinn Fein leaders, The reason for con- 
cealing his name for the present is that it might place him in peril 
at the hands of extremists in Ireland who desire no settlement. 


Gains Friendly Relations 


I have been visiting Ireland at short intervals during the last 
two years and I[ had established friendly relations both with British 
officials and Sinn Fein leaders, who talked frankly w:th me on their 
views as to the outcome of the struggle.

AS EARTHQUAKE

SPREADS DEATH, 


Lortdon a number of members of the Sifin Fein executive committee 
expressed a desire that I meet a leading Irish business man who had 
had certain experiences which they thought interesting. One Sinn 
Feiner brought him to my hotel on Oct. 8, where friendly relations 
were established. 

I returned next day to London and on Oct. 12 this man, whom 
I will now call an envoy, walked into my office and talked vaguely 
about the terrible state of affairs in Ireland and his hope of a settle- 
ment soon, finally hinting that he would like to get into touch with 
the government, and asked my help. 

I telephoned a civil servant, making an appointment for the 
same afternoon when the first conversation took place, and the envoy 
was taken to see a member of the cabinet—not the premier. 

At this meeting the envoy was asked if Ireland would insist on 
the full “ republican ” demand, and he replied: “1am a fisherman. 
I fish for salmon, but never reject a trout.” 

The minister replied : “ Suppose we give you a salmon trout?” 
Envoy Visits Griffith 7 

As a result of this conversation it became apparent that the 
envoy did not have clear instructions from the Sinn Féin leaders, and 
the next day he returned to Ireland to ascertain their views. On Oct. 
15 he had a conference with Arthur Griffith, acting president of the 
Sinn Fein organization, who summoned a conference of the leaders 
of Dail Eirann for Oct. 16. 

Two days later the envoy saw Mr. Griffith again, and he returned 
to London Oct. 20 and conferred with British officials in The Tribune 
office. 

At this conference the envoy suggested that members of Dail | 
Ejrann be allowed to meet and choose two or three men to confer 
with an equal number of British officials with a view to discussing 
a basis for a formal conference. | 

The following day they conferred again, and at this meeting it 
was stated that the prime minister was “ interested.” 


Agree to End Outlawry 


Next day the envoy returned to Dublin for consultation, return- 
ing to London Nov. 10. Several conferences followed, at which the 
difficulty of conferring while Sinn Fein murders and British reprisals 
continued was discussed, and on Nov. 12 the following proposal was 
formed: 

“ Suppose Dail Eirann were allowed to meet under guarantees 
of safety for its members, would its#frst act be to call off the murders 
of police and soldiers if the British, on their side, ordered reprisals to 
cease?” 

The envoy’s answer was “ Yes,” but he agreed to go to Ireland 
again to get an authoritative answer. 

On Nov. 17 I received a letter from Ireland stating that action 
had been taken to restore order, and the next day the envoy returned 
to London with a letter from Arthur Griffith which, while not com- 
mitting the Sinn Fein to anything more than a desire for peace, form- 
ally identified the envoy as an authorized agent of the organization. 


Urges Speedy Action 

At the same time he urged haste, as he wrote, “ Wild men in Ire- 
land were planning a campaign of outrages in England.” (This 
proved true later when fires occurred in Liverpool. 

The envoy also announced he was definitely authorized to start. 
peace negotiations. The envoy’s letter also was shown to men close to, 
and in personal touch with, Mr. Lloyd George, who were impress¢d 
by its importance.

Urge Envoy to “Keep Head.” 

As mav be imagined the conver- 
sations next day were very serious 
and earnest. All concerned on the gov- 
ernment’s si urged the envoy to 
main in London and “ keep his head,” 
hoping within a week or so to resume 
with a chance for success. 

I went to Dublin on the night of the 
22d carrying messages from the envoy 
and the British officials to, Mr. Griffith, 
imploring him to keep his head and to 
try and restrain the Irish and not 
break the link already established. I 
delivered these messages the morning 
of Nov. 23, receiving Mr. Griffith’s as- 
surance that he would do all in his 
power, and that he hoped the British 
would do all in their power to prevent 
reprisals, but expressing the fear that 
if reprisals continued he would be una- 
ble to restrain the Irish extremists. 

I telegraphed these messages to Lon- 
don. 

Griffith Wants Conference. — 

I saw Mr. Griffith again before re- 
turning to London on Nov. 25, when he 
repeated his message, declaring he 
wished an unconditional conference, 
the outcome of which might be sub! 
mitted to the Irish people for decision. 

The day after my return to London 
Arthur Griffith and Prof. McNeil were 
arrested without the knowledge and, I 
believe, against the wishes of Downing 
street. It was thought at this time the 
mistake would be rectified by their re- 
lease immediately, but nothing was 
done. 


On Nov. 27 I was informed by one of 


the officials that Mr. Lloyd George 
thought if there was peace in Ireland 
for three weeks, Dail Eirann might 
be allowed to meet on the terms al- 
ready mentioned and it was arranged 
in the London office of THE TRIBUNE 
that the envoy should return to Ire- 
land at once and see not only the poli- 
tical leaders but also the “ military” 
chiefs of the Sinn Fein and arrange 
for an immediate cessation of outrages. 


Plan Safety for Envoy. 


As part of this bargain the envoy 
Was not to be watched nor molested, 
and the safety of the men he met was 
guaranteed. This arrangement was 
not carried out because of the Liver- 
pool fires the next day, which roused 
another storm of public indignation in 
England. 

The next day the envoy told the 
officiais that unless action was taken 
quickly the whole of Ireland would 
swing to the extremists and the follow- 
ing day he repeated this warning, add- 
ing: 

“Evers day you keep Arthur Griffith 
in jail weakens the sane element in 
Ireland and adds strength to the ex- 
tremists.”’ 

The envoy, disgusted over the de- 
lay, wanted to go home, but the offi- 
cials urged me to keep him at all costs. 


Outrage Causes Delay. 


Another Irish outrage that day, the 
killing of fifteen black and tans at 
Macroom, caused another delay. The 
envoy returned to Ireland on Dec. 3, 
immediately beginning work to sup- 
press murders, and wired me that he 
was succeeding. 

On Dec: 5 came Father O’Flanagan’s 
peace offer and the résolution of the 
Gaiway county council. These ev- 
identiy caused the premier’s decision 
to act on the formula already agreed 
upon, allowing members of’ Dail Eirann 
to meet as members of the British par- 
liament. 

Of course during this time Mr. Lloyd 
George saw others concerning Ireland, 
including George Russell and Agch- 
bishop Clune of Perth, Australia. He 
also saw the laborites who had been 
in Ireland, and I am informed all told 
him that the only men who could “ de- 
liver the goods” were members of Dail 
Birann. 

There is no doubt, however, that the 
proposal to allow Dail Eirann mem- 
bers to meet while not recognizing the 
“republic” was worked out in the 
conversations with Griffith’s envoy in 
my office. 

There ought to be little trouble in 
securing acceptance of Mr. Lloyd 
George's offer to Ireland. The only 
members of Dail BHirann affected by 
Proscription are men who are guilty 
of crimes. I have been assured that 
Michael Collins would be willing to 
eliminate himself for the good of his

“The seed beds of yellow fever are 
largely confined to a few spots in 
Ecuador, Venezuela, Yucatan, and 
Brazil,” he said. “ This league of Cen- 
tral and South American countries 
had its beginning in the work of the 
late Gen. William C, Gorgas of canal 
zone fame.

THE SABBATARIANS. 

‘The attitude of the liberals of the country 
towards the Sabbatarians is curious. It indicates 
& recognition of power as if it were understood 
that unless the blue law advocates could be per- 
auaded to desist, congress and the state legislatures 
would give what they ask. 7 

One of the leaders in the Sabbatarian movement, 
a New York clergyman, says that the object is to. 
develop 4 type of citizenship which spends Sun- 
day in religious meditation at home—except, of 
course, such time as is spent in public devotion. 

This was the approved Sunday habit of twenty 
and thirty years ago even in cities, and laws were 
not needed to sustain it. The churchgoing of re. 
spectable people took Sunday morning and evening 
and the letstite of the day at home was subdued 
by physical restraint and seriousness. 

It was not a day of levity, much less of hilarity, 
and not a day of amusements. If people did not 
meditate they at least did not engage in occupa- 
tions they could avoid and they would have been 
scandalized by merrymaking. 3 

One concession made to the flesh by the liberals 
was a large Sunday dinner, the eating of which re- 
tarded activity for the rest of the afternoon. Even 


sinall children were not allowed to romp on Sun- 
day as they did on other days, and if in th¢ir play- 
ing they made a noise tal the yard they were re- 


buked and suppressed. 


It was the moral judgment of the community 
that the Sabbath was 4 day of peaceful, religious 
rest, when the mind turned from worldly activities 


and recognized a day set apart for spiritual pur- 


poses. That is the day which the Sabbatarians 
wish to bring back. 

Many small communities have not proceeded far 
from it now. They either have maintained the old 
traditions or they have few activities available. 
The larger towns and cities have. They have 
movies, theaters, ball games, automobiles, dances, 
ete., and use Sunday for amusements for which 
they do not have time during the week. 

It is impossible to compel a citizen to devote him- 
eelf to religious meditation, although it is not im- 
possible to compel church attendance. For the 


_ good of the state we compel children to go to 


achool. The Sabbatarians may say that for the 
good of the state adults should be compelled to go 
to church, but the laws sought probably will leave 
that to the discretion of the citizen. The more zea)- 


ous advocates may insist upon it, but the moderates 


probably will be contented if laws are obtained 
which maintain the Sabbath atmosphere genera’:¢ 
in the country.

OF EUROPE? 


Ole Hpnson, former mayor of Seattle, brings 
from a two months’ tour of Europe a new warn- 


‘ing against the dangers of immigration now con- 


fronting the United States. The practical char- 
acter of Mr. Hanson’s patriotism has been amply 
demonstrated. His views therefore will carry 
weight with those whose chief interest lies in the 
welfare of this country. 

“Everybody in every country where conditions 
are bad is trying to get to the United States,” he 
says. “I believe we should shut off immigration 
and enact laws whereby immigrants will be selected 
and designated to proper lecations in this country.” 

This strikes at the heart of the immigration evil. 
Europeans are coming and preparing to come to 
this country by thousands and hundreds of thou- 
sands because they find conditions intolerable at 
home. They are not coming here with any idea 
of benefiting the United States. They plan to take 
from our resources, not to give. They bring noth- 
ing except their hands and their appetites. They 
have neither the means nor the desire to irrigate 
our deserts, develop our mines, harness our water 
power, or improve our industria] and politica) con- 
ditions. They plan to settle down in our cities for 
the most part, taking jobs in factories or conduct- 
ing small merchandising business. 

To that extent, in present conditions, they are 
worse than a dead loss. They are a growing lia- 
bility. With hundreds of thousands of persons 
now out of work in the United States this flood 
of foreign labor and small shopkeepers is adding 
constantly to the sum of the idle who must be sup- 
ported by those at work. They consume without 
producing. That is fatal to prosperity. If they 
manage to obtain jobs for themselves they will do 
so at the sacrifice of Americans whose jobs they 
take. If they do not better their condition by such 
means the influences which drive them from Eu- 
rope will continue to operate among them here. 
Idleness, poverty, and suffering wil] not make them 
good Americans, but bad aliens. The effect upon 
our affairs can only be bad in any case. 


This menacing flood should be checked, and 
checked immediately. If any part of it is allowed 
to trickle into the country it should be carefully 
guided, as Mr. Hanson suggests, into the regions 
where it is needed. Foreign colonies in our cities 
must not be augmented. They are handicaps to 
American national progress at best, and in periods 
of business depresssion they are a serious menace.

Another suggestion js for requiring every one 
driving an automobile to carry an identification 
card, with necessary facts and photograph. These 
could be demanded at any time by the police and 
would serve .as an important check. The card by 
description of car and driver would establish the 
right of the card holder to be driving the car. 
| Rules and regulations are irksome to Americans. 
We would rather take a chance with a crimital 
than be subjected to casual annoyance by a police 
officer. So whatever is applied as check upon crime 
or in ald of the law must be made as little trouble- 
some to the public as ‘possible.

But it is generally agreed now that Lom- 
broso was wrong and that heads and 
faces devoid of complete symmetry are 
found among the rich and poor, preach- 
ers and thieves, the high and the low. 
We cannot change the shape of our 
heads by changing our habits. 

One ‘hand and one arm: generally is 
larger than the parts of, the correspond- 
ing member on the other side. The glove 
makers and sellers know that well. This 
is because of unequal use. This differ- 
ence can be corrected by changing habits. 

There are all sorts of wild notions 
about the harm of changing from right- 
handedhess to lefthandedness. Of these 
about 95 per cent is fiction and 5 per cent 
fact. But no one ever has found any 
Objection to making a considerable in- 
crease in the use of the relatively un- 
used arm and hand. The muscles of the 
left arm and hand are good, even though 
they are overlooked. Baseball is the one 
sport which stresses the difference be- 
tween righthandedness and lefthanded- 
ness, and the proportion of left handed 
pitchers is larger than the proportion of 
lefthanded people in the general popu- 
lation. 


The right shoulder generally is a little 
lower than the left. This is because the 
right arm is used more. The coat mak- 
ers know that the shoulders are uneven 
and the spine generally. crooks improp- 
érly.

Law and Criminology has just adde i 
its recommendation in favor of state 
police, This is an organization in- 
terested in the suppression of crime, 
with no ax to grind nor politic al 
boss to obey. Its sole purpose is 


public service. | 
It recommends “that the members 


of the institute actively codperate in 
educating the public, and especially 
the legislatures, of their respective 
states with respect to the ature, 
methods and value of a2 state potice | 
force.” 

This institute also urges “a state 
bureau of criminal investigatien and 
identification, similar to that of 
California, be established in every 
state, irrespective of the existence of 
a state police force.” 


Written by Prof. Ray. 

The report was written by Profcs 
sor P. O. Ray of Northwestern uni- 
versity. He undertakes to define and 
describe a state police force in the 
following paragraph: 

“A state police force is a special'y 
organize. and highly trained bosy, 
acting under state rather than local 
authority, and constantly employed in 
the prevention of crime, the appre- 
hension of criminals, and the protec- 
tion of Mfe and property generally 
throughout the state and especially in 
the rural and sparsely settled dis- 
tricts. In most states the state police 
force is organized on a mil!tary basis 
and distributed over the entire state 
in small groups for patrol duty, but 
quickly mobilized in larger units in 
an emergency. In the sekction of 
such a force the greatest care is taken 
to eliminate political considerations 
and to secure persons with the high- 
est physical and moral qualifications 
and with more than a\ «ge intelli- 
gence.” 

Need of Rural Protection.” 

On the reasons for a state police 
force he says one is the “increasing 
consciousness on the part of dwellers 
in rural aad suburban districts of a 
need for a greater degree of police pro- 
tection for life and property.”

Dark in New England. 


The facts in regard to qa number of 


states as reported by official state 
departments to the conference bvard 
cre as follows: 

NEW ENGLAND—1In this district

F you should look through the files of old 

magazines for the first years of the pres- 

ent century you would find, sandwiched 
fn between the stories of Richard Harding 
Davis and Frank Norris and others long 
since dead, the work of one Jeffrey Curtain:

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MODERN COLONIAL-HOME. 
HERE are many towhs and sub- 
part of the country, where the 
urbs, particularly in the eastern 
| style of domestic architecture is 
g0 settled and so uniform that any 
wide divergence from it seems out of 
place. Nearly ‘always this architec- 
ture is good, though sometimes a bit 
stiff ‘and formal. On a street with 
these reserved, decorous, traditional 
houses, a bungalow is as startling and 
unpleasantly conspicuous as a shirt 
sleeved man at a state banquet. 

The owner who starts to build a new 
dwelling in such surroundings finds 
himself in difficulties. He wants his 
house to fit his needs and those of his 
family, to express their ideas, and to 
do this without getting itself stared at. 

The home figured here will solve 
this ‘problem for many a harassed 
builder. It is as modern as the morn- 
ing’s news, and yet it fits in the most 
staid surroundings. 
of individuality, but not the obtrusive 
sort. Outwardly, it is a small, *hand- 
some colonial dwelling which deviat 
from. the accepted pattern just enough 
to cause a ripple but nota break. Inside, 
dt shows the hand of the trained and 


inventive architect at every turn. 


| The hooded entrance, which ‘takes 
* the place of the usual entrance porch, 
, is a little at the side, and opens into 


' @ Small hallway.- At the left, in this 


hall, is the coat closet, which no 
dwelling can afford to do without. 
Straight ahead is the short passage to 
the kitchen, and beside it -are - the 
stairs leading to the upper story. 
These stairs always should be colonial 
in pattern in such a house, and, 
thanks to the methods which have 
linked art to modern manufacturing, 
there is no trouble in getting just what 
is needed. 

At the right of the hall is the open 
ing to the living room, 12 feet by 16 
feet 4 inches. 
for so small a house, but the full spa- 
ciousness of the interior fs not told in 
figures. At the rear of the living room 
ig the living porch, just under 12 feet 
Square, overlooking the garden. This 
adds immensely, not only to the com- 
fort of the family, but to the apparent 
rooininess of the interior. By glassing 
in this porch, it can be turned into a 
sunroom during the cold weather, but

Here Is a Story 
of an Aviator’s 
Battle for Life 


Lieut. Austia’s Diary | 
Reads Like a 
Romance 


HEN Lieut. Austin started ou. | 
on Oct. 6 to fly from France 
field, Panama, to Washington, | 
D. C., he knew that he was’ 
in for a tough battle, but he did not 
realize how tough. He nearly met. 
death in a wild sea, but by a remark- | 
able struggle managed to fiy his big— 
D. H. back to France field and land. | 
Lieut. Austin wrote an aceount of 
the trip that reads like a fiction story. 
The most interesting parts of it fol- 
low: | 
“The whole post was out at 6 a. m. | 
to see the take off. It was running 
beautifully. At 6:25 I took off. R. 
p. m. 1,600, climb almost a zoom. Throt-. 
tled to 1,470 at 800 feet and headed to 
sea. Two other plants, piloted by 
Lieuts. Blessley and Chandler left with 
me to go as far as the first Eagle boat. 
I held the motor temperature at 180 
degrees F. throughout the flight—with 
one exception. Air speed at 1,450— 
1,470 r. p. m.—95 m. p. h., touching 
100 m. p. h. at 1,500 r. p.m. The sea 
was calm, with a long swell from the 
northeast. There was a light southwest 
wind. I set a course 15 degrees, which 
headed me well into the cloud bank to 
the north. It was clear to the east. 
“At 7:10 Bilessley and Chandler 
-pulled up alongside, waved good. 
by, and put back to the south, where 
land could still be seen. I continued 
on the*same course. About half a 
mile to the west of Eagle No. 6 there 
was a sub chaser under ‘way, north 
bound. The swell was pitching her 
considerably, but there seemed to be 
little wind. 


“ At 7:25, one hour out, the oil pres- 
sure had fallen to normal.and I was 
making 100 miles per hour on a course 
of 15 degrees. The'cloud bank in the 
north and northwest was coming start- 
lingly close. There was a dim horizon 
below it, hidden here and there by a 
squall. 


As you ride to your office in the 
warm limousine these cold morn- 
ings pity the poor mail flyer who 
is up with the dawn ready to fly .

However, 
such disagreements are usually settled 
in private and the smal! investor is left 
without a remedy.
